Chapter 81 


Eighteen streets received a surface treatment of asphalt requiring 
a total of 35,000 gallons. 


Drainage culverts were installed on Spencer and Causeway 
Streets. 


One hundred twenty feet of eighteen-inch drainage pipe was 
installed on Farm Street. 


Two hundred twenty-three tons of patching material was used 
on all streets. 
Chapter 90 Maintenance 


Lovell’s Bridge, on Forest Road, which was in very poor condi- 
tion, was restored to first class condition. 


Eleven hundred tons of hot top was applied to Union Street, 
Plain Street and Main Street. 
Chapter 90 Construction (Dover Road) 


The first Chapter 90 construction project was started in October 
of 1964. This project would normally be completed in two years, 
but because the money for this project was not voted at the annual 
town meeting, it will take another year to complete this project. 


Snow Account 


In 1964 ten storms deposited sixty-three inches of snow. There 
were also several storms of freezing rain. 


Some three hundred sixty-six tons of rock salt and seventeen 
hundred eighty-five tons of sand were used to control these storms.

The Sewer Commissioners organized in March 1964 as follows: 
George Sarris, Chairman; George DeAngelis, Clerk; Robert Pettis. 


The regular meeting of Sewer Commissioners will be held the 
second Tuesday of each month at the Town Office at 8:00 P.M. 


The assessment for Sewer Extension is levied to the abuttors at 
$2.50 per foot of frontage. 


Sewer rental to the users of the sewer system is rated at 50% of 
their water bill. All property owners wishing to connect to the 
Town Sewer System must have a PERMIT. The contractor or 
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person doing the job must be approved by the Sewer Commis- 
sioner. The entrance into the sanitary system for purpose of water 


_ drainage other than sewerage is PROHIBITED. All sewer con- 


nections are subject to INSPECTION by Sewer Commissioner, We 
are presenting to the Citizens of Millis Treatment Plant Improve- 
ment in the Annual Town Warrant again this year. The recom- 
medation and general design for improvement at the Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant and in accordance with the resolution adopted by the 
Town at the March 25, 1963 Town Meeting. Another application 
for Federal Grant to share in the cost of such improvements has 
been submitted to the State and Federal Water Pollution Control 
agencies for their action. 


Appropriation for the Town’s share of the construction cost is 
being requested at the annual meeting, and favorable action by the 
Town is urged by the Sewer Board to meet local conditions and 
State Health Dept. recommendations.

Gentlemen: 


The Department of Public Health, in a letter to your Board 
dated February 2, 1962, advised you relative to the adequacy of the 
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Millis sewage treatment plant. In this letter it was pointed out 


that the existing plant does not have the capacity to handle in-— 
creased sewage flows and should be replaced by a modern plant — 
which would provide better treatment and could be more efficiently _ 


Bs 
Pa 


operated. The present plant does not provide bacteria control — 


chlorination of the treated sewage prior to discharge to the 
Charles River. 


In a letter to your Board dated April 23, 1964, the Department 
approved a report on general sewerage and treatment plant 
improvements. This report included preliminary plans for a new 
treatment plant. 


The Department is of the opinion that the town should proceed 
without delay with the construction of a new sewage treatment 
plant. 


For your information Federal grants under Public Law 660 are 
available to municipalities for the construction of sewage treatment 
facilities. Grants are made on the basis of 30 per cent of the cost 
up to $600,000, whichever is smaller. Adequate funds are avail- 
able at this time, and the Department will approve an application 
for a grant under this program. 


Funds under the Federal Accelerated Public Works Program 
have been exhausted. This program was not extended by the last 
session of Congress. 


Several bills are being introduced in the coming session of the 
State Legislature which would provide State aid for the construc- 
tion of municipal sewage treatment facilities. Consideration under 
these bills is being given to municipalities which have already com- 
pleted construction or have projects under construction so that 
there is no advantage for a municipality to delay construction of 
needed facilities. 
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The Department requests that it be informed of your Board's 
action and the Town Meeting action on this matter.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL a 


January 19, 1965 


To the Most Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my report as Town Counsel for the year 1964. 


During the year, as in the past, I have counseled and advised not 
only your Board but the other Boards, Department Heads, Com- 
mittees and Town Officials on the many legal questions and issues 
that arise in the usual course of the conduct of the Town’s affairs. 


The case of the Brockton-Taunton Gas Company versus the 
Board of Assessors was settled by way of a compromise agreement 
between the parties involved therein. 


A case which will be a landmark case as well as an historic one 
is the case of Maremont Corporation et al versus the Board of 
Assessors of the Town of Millis. Testimony and evidence were 
introduced before a Master sitting at Dedham for twenty-two days. 
The tax collector was enjoined from sending out tax bills for the 
year 1964 and to this date the injunction is still in effect. 


Whatever the outcome and decision of this case may be it 
brought out one very important factor which, in my opinion, out- 
weighs even the compelling magnitude of the eventual decision of 
the case. That is that the people of the Town of Millis asked not 
what their Town could do for them but what they could do for 
their Town. I am referring to the tremendous response of voluntary 
real estate tax payments made by the citizens of the Town of Millis. 
68% of the real estate taxes was paid on a voluntary basis. This 
action avoided further borrowing of money by the Town and 
resulted in prevention of further interest which would in the 
final analyses be paid by the citizens of the Town of Millis. A vote 
of thanks is, therefore, in order for the people of Millis. 
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___ I would like to take this opportunity to thank, through your 
_ Honorable Board, the reporters Fran Merkle of the Suburban Free 
Press, Grace Dalton of the Milford News and Maxine Seibel of the 
Franklin Sentinel for their wonderful and impartial press coverage 
of the above mentioned Millis Tax Case. 


As always, I have had the full co-operation of your Board and of 
all Town Officials, Boards and Committees, for which I am most 
grateful.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


January 1965 


The Millis Conservation Commission, during its third year, con- 
tinued holding regular monthly meetings augmented by special 
meetings as needed. 


The main effort of the years work remained directed at estab- 
lishing a sound Conservation-Resource Plan for the Town. The 
approval of the Soils Survey by the Town Meeting initiated the first 
and major step in the realization of this plan. The survey will soon 
be complete and will be presented to the Town with an explanation 
of how it can best be used. The unique feature of this survey is 
the soil interpretation regarding the suitability (good, poor, or 
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= 
adverse) of the land for uses including: roads; schools; home build- 
ing; installation of sewerage facilities; availability of water, and 
the potential for conservation development. 


The Town Meeting also approved the transfer of approximately 
5 acres of land from the tax files to the Commission. This land in 
the Boggestowe Meadows with the previous year's transfers and the 
establishment of the Conservation Fund, brings the preservation of 
this area nearer completion. 


The Commission aided two Town Departments with conservation 
projects. The Water Department will soon finish planting and 
land preparation around the well fields. The Tree Department 
through the efforts of this and other Town Boards will soon have its 
own nursery enabling it to start an ambitious Shade Tree program. 
In addition to these Departments, several citizens and Sportsmen 
clubs were guided to sources of information in answer to their 
questions. 


In the endeavor to establish the Conservation-Resource plan, the 
Commission consulted with many agencies. Federal, State, and 
local including: The Department of Natural Resources; U. S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service; Corps of Engineers; and Conservation Com- 
missions in neighboring towns. The Commission realizes many of 
the Town’s conservation problems go beyond our borders, so it 
keeps informed with the programs in adjacent towns. A project 
concerning the area is now pending before the State Legislature 
proposing a study of the entire Charles River. The results of this 
study would greatly interest the Commission. 


Looking toward the future the Commission has inserted in the 
Town Warrant the following articles for your approval: 


We are requesting $3,000 for the Conservation Fund, which was 
established last year. Although no funds have been withdrawn, the 
need still exists for this fund which will allow for land acquisition 
and special projects related to the Conservation-Resource plan, 
Never knowing when the opportunity for establishing a new area 
may arise, makes the continuance of this fund a necessity.

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We ask for transfer of 3 parcels of Town owned land to the Com- 


: __ mission. These parcels are mainly swamp and wetlands to be 


preserved as water storage areas and wildlife habitat, All these 
parcels are marginal or substandard and not suitable for building. 


The success of the work of this Commission depends on the 
interest of the individual citizen in the future of the Town. Our 
current project, already underway, follows the Soil Survey in 
defining certain key areas for land and water resource preservation 
priority. The Land-Water Resource plan must be geared to the 
wants and needs of the Town in order to be truly useful. Pre- 
liminary meetings with interested Departments has given the 
project initial support, we ask and hope for wide interest and 
support from all citizens. 


The Commission wishes to thank the other Town Departments 
for their interest and assistance and the Board of Selectmen for 
their support.

REPORT OF THE 
TRUSTEES OF THE MILLIS PUBLIC LIBRARY 
1964 


Termites bored relentlessly to feature billing in Millis library 
news of 1964. Our library housed upstairs in the old Town Office 
building was dramatically closed when the Selectmen were obliged 
to condemn the building early in May. Subsequent investigation 
showed that the lower fioor could be made safe and adequate for 
continued Town Office use, but the upstairs could never again be 
approved for public assembly or to support the weight of our 
12.000 books. 


This calamity touched off the need for immediate action in two 
directions. First, your Trustees started a series of meetings with 
the Selectmen and other interested Town officials in an attempt to 
find promptly some temporary quarters that could house our books 


134 ANNUAL REPORT 


and enable us to resume library services without unnecessary delay. 
Second, our long-term plans to eventually build a new library 
became suddenly of immediate urgency. The Moderator appointed 
a committee consisting of the Library Trustees together with Mr. 
James B. White, Selectman and Mr. Raymond Cartier, Finance 
Committee Member to work on this phase of the problem. Their 
activities and the results of the work of this committee are reported 
separately so will be passed over here. 


Meanwhile, the seemingly simple problem of finding temporary 
quarters proved to be anything but. In fact it grew daily more 
complex and fraught with frustrations. It became quickly apparent 
that there was hardly a building in town except school buildings 
and the new Fire Station, which were of course unavailable, and 
possibly the F.C.C. building on Dover Road, too far out of town, 
which would meet minimum floor loading requirements and satisfy 
Building, Health and Fire Inspector without more or less extensive 
alterations. We explored every possibility, not to mention many 
impossibilities. Much goodwill and cooperation was extended to 
us by many citiziens, both private and official, in an effort to solve 
our problem. The School Committee offered the former girls 
shower room in the Memorial School, but the space was only half 
what we had previously occupied, and it was estimated that about 
$5,000 would have to be expended to make it usable. The possi- 
bility of using the Grange Hall was thoroughly explored, but here 
again extensive alterations were needed the cost of which, spread 
over a two year lease, would have been prohibitive. 


Among properties requiring minimum alterations according to 
preliminary investigations, in fact the only choices now remaining 
to us, were the former Winiker hardware store and two adjoining 
stores in the brick block on Exchange Street, also owned by Mr. 
Winiker. The hardware store already had State approval for public 
assembly purposes and the local Building Inspector had compara- 
tively minor additional requirements which Mr. Winiker agreed to 
meet. The place, of course was pretty rough, but its accessibility 
was excellent; there was enough room and the rent would be 
reasonable, The important structural changes were made with the 
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rest to be done before the place should be open to the public, So, 
with what we thought was official approval, on a bright June 
morning we started to move in. The Highway Department with 
payloader and trucks set up a most efficient moving operation. 
Volunteers were unpacking and shelving books in the new quarters. 
(At this time may we thank for their hard work and moral support 
Mrs. William Painter, Mrs. Warren Forrest, Mrs. Byron Lockett, 
Mrs. John Causland, Mrs. Gordon Howe, Mrs. Arthur Blackett, 
Miss Priscilla Dewey, and Mrs. William Clinton.) In fact about a 
third of our collection was already moved. Then the lightning 
struck in the form of a State building inspector and a retinue of 
local officials who served an immediate cease and desist. For the 
library to occupy the front part of the building, it would be 
necessary to install a solid fire wall the full width and from the 
basement floor to the roof! 


After another month of negotiating, major repairs, and alterations 
we fianlly moved into the stores on Exchange Street at greater 
expense than originally planned, lacking some of the anemities, but 
with the official blessings. At last, early in September the long 
library drought was over and we were back in business. Our 
incredibly adaptable staff with ingenuity and cheerfulness are 
coping with less-than-ideal conditions, dingy surroundings and 
sometimes—capricious heating to serve the public with the same 
schedule of open hours as before. In fact we have plans, by certain 
rearrangements of individual working hours, to increase the time 
we will be open to the public in response to popular demand. 


This report has perforce been occupied largely with matters not 
generally among the activities of your Library Trustees. In closing 
a brief summary of the financial results of the year is in order. 
Because of the long closed period our salary expenses were less 
than budgeted, although considerable staff work was necessary and 
was carried on during this period. We turned back to the Town 
about $600 from this account. Because of line budgeting, this 
saving could not be used for operating expenses. Immediately fol- 
lowing the closing of the old library we stopped all book buying 
and other planned expenditures in order to save the balance of our 
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Expense budget to spread as far as possible over the new expected = 


costs involved in moving and renting. In fact, this money plus 


receipts from the Dog Tax of about $700 lasted until mid-November 
when we had to appeal to the Finance Committee. They came to 
our rescue with a transfer from the Reserve Fund to pay our rent, 
oil and electricity bills, ete. Total transfers of $804.20 were made 
not all of which proved necessary. Actually, when the figures for 
the year were all in, it turned out that net transfers from the Reserve 
just barely exceeded what was turned back out of the Salary budget. 
Our total appropriations for 1964 were $9,000 plus Dog Tax receipts 
of $703.74. Our total expenditures were $9,788. 


This rather fortunate financial outcome should not conceal the 
fact that we are now, by force of unavoidable circumstance, obli- 
gated to a much higher rate of annual operating cost for the future. 
This fact is reflected in our appropriations request for 1965 which 
includes a new line item of Operating Expenses, over $3,000, to 
cover rent, heat, light, etc, incidental to operation in rented quarters. 
At the same time we cannot afford to reduce our budget for regular 
expenses, principally book buying, since this basic library function 
was necessarily curtailed somewhat in 1964, and our Salary item 
will be moderately higher if expected recommendations of the 
Personnel Committee are accepted by the Town. 


We wish to acknowledge gratefully the solid support and prac- 
tical assistance given to us during this difficult year by Town 
officials, principally the Selectmen, the Finance Committee, the 
Highway Department, the Moderator, the patience and forbearance 
of the public at large and mostly all the cheerful acceptance and 
efficient performance by our staff of many tasks above and beyond 
the call of duty.

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REPORT OF THE TREE WARDEN 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis 


I herewith submit my report as Tree Warden for the year 
ending December 31, 1964. 


Most of the trees that were found to be diseased or unsafe have 
been removed, also this past summer a better portion of the trees in 
town were trimmed. A great deal of time and effort was put into 
this project by the tree department, and it is my sincere feeling that 
the overall appearance of the town has benefited by it. 


In my report last year I spoke of a plan to develop a town 
nursery. After many meetings and much deliberation with several 
other town departments the solution arrived at was to place an 
article in this year’s town warrant requesting the land necessary for 
this project. It is my feeling that acquisition of a parcel of land 
would be the first step in the fulfillment of the plans for a town 
nursery. This nursery will undoubtedly save the town many dollars 
in the years to come. 


In conclusion I would like to extend my sincere thanks to the 
Highway Department, the town officials and to the citizens of the 
town of Millis for their excellent co-operation this year.

REPORT OF MOTH SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and Citizens of Millis: 


The Elm Trees were sprayed in May for the Control of Elm 
Bark Beetle, the carrier of Dutch Elm Disease. 


In July a number of Elm Trees along the main streets were 
pruned. This same program will be continued. 


A scouting and testing program was completed. Thirty-six trees 
were sampled of which thirty-four were found to be diseased and 
were removed. 

Spraying of Poison Ivy was completed in July with twenty-one 
properties sprayed. The same program will be continued this year. 

All Elm wood lying on the ground should be removed as early as 
possible in the spring and in no event later than April Ist. 


I wish to thank the different departments and individuals who in 
any way assisted me in this work and especially the Highway 
Department for use of their equipment and efficient co-operation in 


disposing of diseased Elm Trees.

A good library in a small town should be like an octopus with 


many legs reaching out to include all the people of the various age 
and interest groups. One leg should reach out to the children both 
in and out of school. In school hours, we conduct the annual 
November Book Week visit of all the elementary classes to the 
library. This shows them where the library is located, gives them 
an introduction to new and old books, and a little ease in using the 
library. This past November 1-5, approximately 900 children visited 
us and took home over 1000 books. 


Another contact of the public library is with the young adults who 
use our facilities afternoons, evenings and Saturdays for homework 
and recreational reading. While there is a high school library in 
Millis, the great number of high schoolers using it during the school 
day requires a somewhat rigid scheduling and limit in the amount 
of time allowable to each student. Those students who are unable 
to take advantage of the high school library for one reason or 
another make regular use of the public library. In 1965, we plan to 
offer a monthly Young Adult discussion group. We will use a short 
film which stimulates thought and the making of decisions on more 
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than impulse. Our modern complex society requires our young 
people to make “right” decisions, at many times, which will influ- 
ence their whole lives. 

Another leg of the octopus should reach out to the college student 
to supply reference and term paper materials, Also many adult 
evening school students come to us for homework materials. How- 
to-do-it materials from knitting to home-building and repair should 
be available for interested library users. 

Many local church groups have a natural affinity with the library. 
This year we hope to offer a “Catholic Book Week” program, and 
to develop a closer alliance with the excellent “Adventures in Read- 
ing program of the Church of Christ. 

Many libraries offer morning programs for young mothers using 
films and/or books to explore the problems and joys of raising chil- 
dren. This usually includes a pre-school story hour in one room 
with mothers in another where they can relax and exchange views. 
We can not offer this in Millis due to an uncovered, splinter-ridden, 
soiled floor and an undependable heating system which make our 
present quarters unsuitable for tumbling, fun-loving small children. 


The public library can and should be the social, cultural and 
informational center of a small community. In order to fulfill this 
role we must haye a clean, heated and reasonably adequate build- 
ing in the near future. 


A well-qualified educator recently told me that “school is 90% 
reading. It is a skill which is taught in the classroom but is per- 
fected in out of school hours, using books seldom provided by the 
school. Very little skill is developed in reading textbooks. The 
regular use of books from the public library will make a skillful 
reader who can become an excellent student. In view of this, is it 
out of order to ask all Millis townspeople to weigh the potential 
value of a good public library, which you have not had as yet, and 
support the Library Trustees in their request for a new building in 
1965, which will be located to serve all the people, individually 
and in groups.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LIBRARY AND 
TOWN OFFICE FACILITIES 


The Committee to study the needs of new and additional Library 
and Town office facilities was appointed by the Moderator in May 
of 1964. and met more than 15 times between June and December, 
carefully studying present and projected needs for these two 
organizations. Mr. Robert Morse was elected Chairman of the 
committee; Mrs. Betty Temple, Corresponding Secretary; Mrs. 
Priscilla Dewey, Recording Secretary, and members Mr. James 
White, Selectman, and Mr. Raymond Cartier, Finance Committee. 
This Committee investigated thoroughly the requirements of both 
the Town Offices and the Library in terms of space, function, loca- 
tion and expense. 


We came to the following general conclusion: That a new Library 
should be built as the first step in a municipal complex to be located 
on the corner of Auburn Road and Main Street. This land is now 
owned by the town. The Library's problem is urgent, as the 
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rented quarters it occupies are extremely expensive for the town to_ 
operate. Moreover, they are inadequate. 


Town Offices are now operating effectively in the renovated Town 
Office, and its needs are at present being accommodated. The 
expense of building a combined Town Hall and Library in one step 
would be 2% times as great and undoubtedly would be unattainable ~ 
for some time. Therefore, this Committee recommends that a new 
library be built immediately, and the Town Office occupy its present 
quarters until such time as the genuine need to build new facilities — 
adjoining the Library becomes essential to the increased efficiency — 
of total Town Government. 


Before reaching the decision to build, the following possible — 
solutions to the problem of library facilities were investigated: 


1. The Legion Building — Although mention was made of a ~ 
possible offer of this building, the conflict between their — 
activities and library schedules made it impossible. In fact the — 
Legion Building was not, and could not be made available — 
since they had no place to go. 


The following buildings or sites were found impractical, unavail- 
able, or otherwise unable to meet building requirements, or conflict — 
of usage: A 


The Federal Communications Commission building. 
Bookmobile. 

Red Barn Office building. 

LaCroix house diagonally behind Fire House.

The School Committee, in answer to our inquiry about any — 
possible facilities that the Library might use, kindly offered us 
the following: 
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1. Use of the Jr. Sr. High School library, but not during school 
hours, and only using the books presently there. (The Library 
Trustees gratefully took advantage of their offer during August 
while their present, rented quarters were being prepared. )

The Girl's Shower room in the basement of the Memorial 
School, consisting of 500 square feet, and requiring $5,000.00 
worth of renovations to make it acceptable for use under state 
standards. This was rejected because of expense and ineffi- 
ciency of dual operation and lack of space. $5,000.00 to fix up 
500 square feet was an enormous expense to the town to pro- 
vide inadequate service in less than half the area where the 
library was presently housed and already crowded. 


In considering the location of our new library building, much 
time was devoted to the question of a site adjoining one of the 
existing School buildings. Our decision against this was supported 
by many factors. The ideal site near the school would have cost a 
great deal of money, and involved parking, traffic and usage 
problems. 


We even considered the possibility of combining the Schoo] and 
Town libraries. In investigating such combinations, statistics 
proved that a Public Library, doubling as a School Library, gener- 
ally fails in both areas for the following reasons: 


1. There is a basic difference in purpose between Public and 
School Libraries. There would be competition for space, staff 
time and book selection between general Town readers (pre- 
school children, private, parochial school, college students and 
adult readers) and School interests. 


2. Identity with school discourages adults who represent 40 per 
cent of our circulation. 


3. Location at one school curtails access for other schools. 


4. Administration problems arise because librarian is under press- 
ure from Town, School and Library authorities, finding it 
difficult to balance service equally. 
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5. Adults, pre-school children, private, parochial school and — 


college students suffer, as hours and services are oriented 
towards public school schedule. 


6. Statistics show in several instances that cost per unit of circula- 
tion is higher in a school than in a separate building. 


7. Both School and Library State-Aid would be questionable 
under this set-up. 


These reasons prove the inadvisability of combining school and 
town library facilities. The two (2) are so different that there is 
no satisfactory way to serve the whole community under such an 
arrangement. 


Eight (8) possible building sites were investigated: 
Auburn Road and Main Street. 

Frink property on School Street. 

Two (2) sites on lots around Memorial School. 
Harkey property beside town hall. 

Lavender Street lot behind Fire Station. 


Se el Ogee 


Land by 9 to 9 Supermarket. 
7. Plain Street by railroad tracks and Barber Shop. 
8. Land behind Sunshine Dairy. 


It was decided that the site of Auburn Road and Main Street 
would be the first choice for the proposed new Library. This land 
belongs to the town and can be transferred at no expense. It is in 
an active commercial area in the center of town and has adequate 
room for parking and expansion. 


The following organizations were contacted in regard to securing 
financial aid for the proposed building: 


1. Commuinty Facilities Administration. 


2. Health, Education and Welfare.

8. Library Extension Service. 
4 Housing and Home Finance Association. 


Under the Library Services and Construction Act, the Federal 
Government will pay twenty-five per cent of the building cost when 
the town raises seventy-five per cent. 


We met with several Town Committees whose advice and co- 
operation were most helpful, including the School Committee, in 
regard to securing housing from them; with Mr. LaCroix from the 
Board of Assessors, who pointed out land sites; and with the Congre- 
gational Church Grange Hall Committee whose cooperation was 
greatly appreciated in an effort to work out facilities for the 
library in Grange Hall. This was not possible because of expense 
im renovating causing prohibitive rent at present. 


This Committee visited new libraries in towns of comparable 
size to Millis, and interviewed four (4) architectural firms: Clifford 
Douglas Stuart; Korslund deNorman and Quan; Morehouse, Ches- 
ley; and Arthur Brookes. Quonset huts and Armco steel shell 
buildings were also explored. We selected the architectural firm 
of Morehouse, Chesley, after surveying their work now in process or 
completed. We were convinced this firm could give us the best 
plan for Millis, keeping in mind functional aspects, economy and 
taste. 


Current thinking is in terms of a 3000 square foot library. We 
propose a schedule that will call for Preliminary architectural and 
_ engineering plans in 1965. In 1966 we expect to request our 
capital outlay, with working drawings, bids and the beginning of 
construction.

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1964 REPORT OF ELEMENTARY SCHOOL BUILDING 
INVESTIGATING COMMITTEE 


A careful analysis of growth figures in our elementary school 
population indicates that with the continuation of kindergarten it 
will become necessary in the fall of 1966 to provide for a minimum 
of one classroom unit/year. 


With due consideration having been given to past growth, present 
growth and the various restrictions imposed upon builders, it is the 
opinion that a new elementary school should not be built at the 
present time. It also appears that any future elementary schools 
should be located in the central part of town. 


We have therefore investigated the possibility of various addi- 
tions to our present facilities: the first being the Clyde F. Brown 
School, the second being the Memorial School and the third being 
the Junior-Senior High School. 


It is the intent of this Committee to shortly bring before the 
Town a proposal for an addition to the Junior-Senior High School. 
This addition will bring this facility to full capacity of approxi- 
mately 1100 students as a Junior-Senior High School. The antici- 
pated growth in the upper grades indicate that this addition will 
become necessary in a few years. 


This proposed addition will be used to house the upper ele- 
mentary grades until such time as the Junior-Senior High School 
warrants its use. Only at this time will it become necessary to 
further analyze the possibility of a new Elementary School complex.

During the year of 1964, a contract in the amount of $403,760.00 
was signed with Fred J. Findlen & Sons, Dedham, for a 32 unit 
Housing Project for the Elderly. The qualifications being that an 
applicant must be 65 years of age or older and must prove a need 
for decent, safe and sanitary housing facilities within qualified 
income limitations. 


We expect occupancy in June or July of this year. We believe 
that the project will be one of the finest in our Commonwealth. The 
dedication ceremonies will include the honoring of a tablet for the 
late President, John F. Kennedy, in whose name the Project will be 
dedicated. 


The Authority wishes to express particular gratitude to Selectmen 
James B. White, Chairman, Thomas S. Lydon and Dexter M. 
Gould for the advice, guidance and genuine assistance they made 
toward this Project.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the Citizens of Millis: 


On Tuesday, March 3, at a special meeting of the Millis School 
Committee the following were elected for the ensuing year: Chair- 
man John M. Ritchie; Secretary Hugh J. McCarthy, Jr.; Financial 
Secretary Earl H. Merkle; Robert W. McDonough, Member; Mrs. 
Vera C. O'Neill, Member. 


In April the Junior-Senior High School was evaluated by a 
Committee appointed by the New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools. The School Committee is happy to report 
the results were excellent. Some of the suggestions and recom- 
mendations made by the Evaluating Committee had been planned 
by the School Committee and are now in effect. The others have 
been considered for future action. A detailed summary of the 
report was prepared by Principal William Vellante and published 
in the local newspapers. 


The Committee dedicated the Frederick J. Welch Athletic Field 
in memory of Frederick J. Welch who served as teacher, Guidance 
Director, Assistant Principal, Coach, School Committee member, 
and Vice-Chairman of the Junior-Senior High School Building 
Committee. A night football game with Leicester was held on 
October 16. At the half appropriate exercises were conducted com- 
memorating this memorable occasion. 


The Committee has voted to operate Kindergartens during the 
1965-66 school year, It has also voted to allow departmentalization 
in Grade 6. Under this plan the former science area in the 
Memorial School will be used throughout the day for science pur- 
poses. This will fill both the Clyde Brown and Memorial Schools 
to capacity. 


Under the present organization there is a close relationship be- 
tween the elementary and secondary levels. The elementary pro- 
gram is planned so that it prepares students for the junior-senior 
high school in all areas. 


The Committee has supported the related educational programs 
that include the Summer Recreational Program: Vocational Educa- 
tion; Evening Practical Arts, and the Swimming Program at Babson 
Institute.

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The Committee wishes to acknowledge the retirement of Arthur 
Watson, Custodian and Bus Driver, who served the school system 
and community for twenty-five years. In addition to his assignments 
in the school system Mr. Watson also served as Assistant Fire Chief. 


Mrs. Lena Clark, Head Cook in the Memorial School Cafeteria, 
retired after many faithful years of service. To each of these we 
extend best wishes for long, happy, and blessed retirement. 


Through the generosity of Mr. Huna Rosenfeld, who donated 
$1000 for a track around the football field, the Committee and 
community are indebted. 


During the year the Committee made arrangements for the 
purchase of a new bus which was approved at the annual town 
meeting. Bids for supplies and equipment were prepared, approved, 
advertised, and awarded by the School Committee. 


The Committee met with the Library Trustees and made available 
to them any of its facilities which are practical for their use. 


The School Committee would suggest that local organizations 
should use the facilities in the Clyde Brown and Memorial Schools 
rather than the facilities in the Junior-Senior High School for their 
various functions providing the facilities in the elementary schools 
are adequate. 


Arrangements were made for painting the exterior of the Clyde 
Brown and Memorial Schools last summer. A new classroom was 
prepared in the former library on the second floor of the Memorial 
School last September. 


In the Clyde Brown School six rooms were painted and varnished 
and glides on the furniture were replaced where necessary to pro- 
tect the floors. 


The custodians in the Junior-Senior High School building did 
all the necessary maintenance work during the summer, and all 
three schools were in excellent condition when school opened in 


September.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Millis: 


Herewith I present my sixteenth report as Superintendent of 
Schools. It is the seventy-third report in a series of School reports 
which began in 1892. Included in my report are selections of the 
reports of the principals and excerpts from other key personnel. 


The Millis Public Schools have continued to offer a program which 
is horizontally planned at the various grade levels, and vertically 
coordinated from one grade to the next. 


The following are statements or ideas taken from the various 
reports of the department heads, coordinators, supervisors, and 
coaches. 


1. The purpose of the English Department is to present a coor- 
dinated six-year program of studies in the structure, functions, and 
selected literature of the English language. The desired end-product 
of the program of study is an improvement in the reading skill and 
oral and written communications skills of each student.

2. The most important responsibility of any school system is the 
education of its students in citizenship. Guided by this fact the Social 
Studies program in the Junior-Senior High School is geared to equip 
the graduates of this institution with the knowledge necessary for them 
to cope with the problems of an unstable world. 


Progress in the development of this department has been consistent 
in the past five years. During this period, through the joint efforts 
of the Schoo] Committee, the Administration and the Social Studies 
Staff, it has been possible to take the necessary steps to place social 
studies in its proper perspective in the educational spectrum. The 
incorporation of the following have launched us on the path to future 
successes in reaching the primary goal of education, 


1. The updating of the World History course. 


2. The modernization and production of a realistic two-year 
American History course. 


3. The initiation of a World Geography course at the high school 
level, 
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4 The acquisition of the fine library materials which allow our 
students to not only keep abreast of current affairs, but also to 
inform them in depth of our great heritage. 


5. The accumulation of the Audio-Visual materials which are 


necessary to keep pace with the rapidly developing events of 
the world. 


6. The acquisition of well informed instructors to disseminate the 
highly complex material in this subject field.

3. In the Junior-Senior High School modernized mathematics 
courses are being presented for the school year 1964-65 at the follow- 
ing levels: Grade 7—4 sections; Grade 8—4 sections; Grade 9— 
Algebra I—4 sections; Grade 10—Geometry—2 of the 3 sections; 
Grade 11—Algebra II and Trigonometry—1 section, Algebra II—2 sec- 
tions; Grade 12—Advanced Mathematics 4—1 section, Mathematics 4— 
1 section. 


In General Mathematics, offered in Grades 9 and 10, some modi- 
fication of content has been made, with a partial revision of curri- 
culum. New and modernized texts have been slow in appearing, 
however, and a complete updating is therefore not possible at this time. 


Many new books in the mathematics field either have been pur- 
chased or are now on order for the Junior-Senior High School Library. 
When these are ready for use, we hope that this may prove to be a 
stimulus for our students and add depth and breadth to classroom 
instruction.

4. Within the past two years, the offerings in foreign languages 
have been increased with the addition of Spanish to the curriculum 
and with the introduction of all the languages on the ninth grade 
level. This provides a four-year program in French, Spanish, and 
Latin for those who desire to pursue such a program. 


All the languages have access to the thirty-unit language labora- 
tory, although the modern foreign languages, French and Spanish, 
because of the audio-lingual teaching method employed, use the 
laboratory’s facilities very extensively. 


Due to the great importance of speaking a language fluently and 
understanding it when it is spoken, the oral work is emphasized not 
only in the language laboratory, but also in the classroom, on quizzes, 
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on tests, and in examinations. Since the installation of the language 

laboratory, a marked improvement has been noticed in the students’ — 
ability to understand and to speak the foreign language as compared to ~ 
the traditional approach. ;

5. The business curriculum is planned so that any student gradu- 
ating from the school with a B average in the business course is 
capable to assume the duties and responsibilities of any routine office 
job. 


To keep pace with business, last September we added a six-week 
course of instruction in data processing. The student is given an 
understanding of punched card systems, punched tape, tabulating 
systems, and the electronic-computer system. We also had one of the 
IBM Selectric typewriters converted to a Simulator on which the 
student learns the fingering, positioning, and operation of the key- 
punch machine. 


To meet the requirements of a good business education depart- 
ment, there must be adequate, modern equipment for training skilled 
students. The equipment in the business laboratories of the Millis 
High School could be rated well above the average in quality and 
quantity, and this was so noted by the Evaluating Committee.

6. There are about 120 students (grades 7-12) receiving small- 
group instruction in the Developmental Reading Program. Students 
are selected upon referral by parent, teacher, Guidance, or by the 
student himself. Reading test scores are also used to determine which 
students need help. Skills in reading and study are stressed. Since 
credit for the course is given, work outside the class is assigned. A 
classroom library has been instituted providing a variety of paperbacks 
which complement the school library collection. Students in the 
Reading Program are urged to read at least one book every week. 
Reports are made for credit purposes, but they are kept short to 
encourage a growth in the interest for reading. 


Another innovation has been the teaching of reading skills to all 
junior high students once a week as a part of the English Program, 
The reading analyst works closely with these teachers to integrate 
study and reading skills with grammar and literature.

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7. New acquisitions have enabled us, during the past year, to 
eontinue advancing toward our goal of providing our pupils and 
faculty with the best library facilities and service possible. Funds 
available through the National Defense Education Act have been 
utilized to purchase more books in the fields of science, mathematics, 
and modern foreign languages. Other areas of the general collection 
have also been expanded. 


As one means of encouraging our pupils to read to a greater 
extent, frequent book lists of selected new titles added to the library 
are distributed to homeroom teachers to be posted on their bulletin 
boards. 


Much needed assistance has been volunteered to the library by 
members of the P.T.A. and by the Junior-High School Library Club. 
This assistance is greatly appreciated. It has provided the librarian 
with more time to devote to helping individual pupils and teachers 
and to the improvement of library facilities and services.

8. The most significant improvement in the guidance department 
the past year has been the addition of a guidance counselor for grades 
seven, eight, and nine. Thus the Junior High School student is able 
to have at least one interview during the first few months of the school 
year and the transition from the elementary to junior high and junior 
to senior high is facilitated. 


At the senior high school level the Northeastern Career Confer- 
ences have been expanded to include a total of fifteen speakers, three 
_ €ach month over a five-month period. The primary objective of these 
conferences is to give vocational information to those students who will 
enter the labor force within a short time after graduation. To supple- 
Ment these conferences, the vocational film program was also ex- 
Panded to thirteeen meetings. For those students who are planning to 
further their education, a host of school representatives from colleges, 
technical, and nursing schools, junior colleges, secretarial and business 
schools have visited us to address groups of students or meet with 
individuals who have expressed an interest in a particular area.

9. This year, with the increased enrollment in the Electricity and 


Electronics Courses in the Industrial Arts Department the numbers 
have warranted a division of these classes into two separate units. 
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The new kits we now have in the Electricity course have allowed — 
us to expand into the laboratory experimental phases where before we _ 
could only be theoretical. Without these kits our teaching success — 
would be seriously dampened.

10. It remains the policy of our department to expose students in 


Grades 7 through 12 to all areas of Home Economics as we have done 


in the past. 


Foods-Nutrition electives are available to boys in Grades 9 
through 12 for the first time. The electives have been well received. 


We feel this enables us to meet the needs and desires of an even _ 


greater number of students.

11. The Music Department covers the four areas of vocal, orches- 
tral, band, and general music. 


The elementary instrumental program is divided into four groups: ; 
Beginners Band, Cadet Band, Advanced Band, and Senior Band with | 
78 pupils participating. 


The Junior-Senior High School Band has about forty-five mem- 
bers. During the year the Band has played at football games and at 
school assemblies. ‘ 


The Junior-Senior High Schoo] Orchestra has approximately thirty — 
members who meet three times a week for rehearsals. The Orchestra _ 
has played at the Senior Play and presented a Christmas Concert. 
The Orchestra will participate in a Spring concert and in other school 
programs during the year. 


The High School Chorus has approximately fifty-six members who 
rehearse once a week. The Chorus sang for the Thanksgiving Pro- 
gram, the Christmas Concert and will participate in the Spring 
Concert. 


The following areas of study are included in the General Music 
Program in the seventh and eighth grades: singing, listening, music 
appreciation, history, and theory.

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12. This year saw the continuation of our policy of expansion in 
the area of athletics to include more individual sports with the 
addition of golf. The move was well received, with considerable 
interest being demonstrated and if the present trend continues this 
sport should attract more of our young people. We were fortunate 
this year to have the services of one of our faculty members donated 
for instructional purposes in golf, and appreciate the opportunity given 
our students by the Glen Ellen Country Club who allow our students 
to use their course without any charge.

13. The aim of the girls’ physical education program is to develop 
a state of physical well being and fitness through various physical 
activities. We also attempt to develop good posture through body 
mechanics and exercises. Recreational sports are introduced to inter- 
est students in active leisure-time activities. 


The following sports and activities were included in the program: 
soccer, field hockey, speedball, body mechanics, gymnastics, basketball, 
volleyball, tumbling, apparatus, floor exercise, modern dance, team 
games, and relays, badminton, tennis, softball and track and field.

14. Physical Education is an integral part of the total educational 
program. The aim of Physical Education is to provide for the physical 
and social-emotional development of all students. The physical 
development of a student is provided through a series of activities 
which develop the fitness, strength, speed, and coordination of every 
student. 


Activities are included in the program which places the student 
in situations calling for competition and cooperation and as a result 
help in developing the social and emotional aims of education. 


On the junior high level, the goal is to develop physical fitness to 
the degree necessary for participation in the various activities con- 
tained in the program. While developing physical fitness the concept 
Of total fitness is kept in mind. On the senior high level the emphasis 
is on acquiring new skills and improving the old.

15. Fifty-three boys reported for football practice on September 
i, and forty-eight of these boys remained through the entire season. 
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With seven starters and fourteen lettermen returning, the squad 
had the necessary experience to have a fine season. 


The team ended the season with one of the best records in Millis 
history as well as having one of the highest scoring teams in the state. 


The credit for the success goes to the boys who had that winning 
attitude, and to the assistant coaches. Both coaches gave unflinchingly 
of their time and effort, as did the players.

18. The greatest advance made in the High School Art Program 
was the addition of continuous art offerings to all high school students 
throughout the week. With one full-time Art Supervisor and another 
nearly full time a division of the school system art offerings was made 
possible, permitting greater contact with students at all levels and 
especially at the secondary level. The Art and Civilization I course 
was expanded to allow for deeper study of art and its place in the 
world. Art and Civilization II was inaugurated for those students 
who wished to continue their study at a more advanced pace and 
with closer scrutiny. 


Along with the regular program conducted in the Junior-Senior 
High School, a program which included work in ceramics, metal and 
paper sculpture, graphics, painting, drawing, and mosaics; a unit on 
stagecraft gave every member of each class an opportunity to make a 
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contribution to a theatre act. The Art Department in this way pro- 
vided its services in the staging of many activities conducted by the 
English and Home Economics Departments. 


By including art in the teaching of the rest of the academic pro- 
gram the grade teachers and the art supervisors sought to vary the 
regular school program. Art has taken its place as an integral part 
of living and working as it always has been.

19. Reading classes were continued for those students in grades 
four, five, and six in need of special help. This year, for the first 
time, grade three children were allowed to participate. The number of 
children entered has been greatly increased because of the assignment 
of another teacher to assist with the remedial reading program. 


In grades four, five and six Science Research Associates materials 
are being adapted to the regular classrooms. These materials are 
unique because of the several levels of reading available. The system 
includes excellent training in following directions and the exercises 
are self-corrective. The remedial reading program, has, therefore, 
been extended to assist all levels of reading abilities by providing 
individualized materials and instruction for students of average 
ability as well as those advanced or retarded in reading.

21. Good food is essential if our Nation’s youth is to achieve 
optimum health and physical fitness and receive maximum benefit 
from the educational process. One-third of the day’s nutritional re- 
quirements should be supplied at lunch time. The School Lunch Pro- 
gram makes available each day a hot meal that includes 2 ounces of 
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protein-rich food, *4 of a cup of vegetable, fruit, buttered bread, 
milk and dessert. 


The three Millis schools serve an average of 900 meals a day, 
reaching a peak of 1200 when roast turkey is on the menu. State and 
Federal aid in the form of cash reimbursements and food donations 
make it possible to offer this lunch to the students for 25 cents.

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REPORT OF THE CLYDE BROWN AND MEMORIAL SCHOOLS 
William J. Costa, Principal 


It is the function of the elementary school to develop attitudes and 
skills as well as to present subject matter suitable to the social, emo- 
tional, physical and academic development of students from kinder- 
garten through grade six that those students will gain fundamental 
skills and be prepared to further their education in the junior-senior 
high school. The varieties of experiences are endless, but the necessity 
for strengthening the elementary program through well-conceived and 
educationally sound innovations is continuous. The core of the school 
system is represented by people, and people must progress or, by 
virtue of the fact the rest of the world is changing, their presentations 
become inadequate. Obsolescence of methods and materials is a feature 
of the academic world no less than the industrial world. 


It is the policy of the elementary school staff to review and revise 
our methods, materials and objectives to keep the children of Millis 
moving in the mainstream of sound educational practices and pro- 
cedures. I have noted in the following paragraphs some of the major 
changes in the elementary curriculum in the past year. 


The physical education program has been extended to encompass 
a testing program authorized by the Amateur Athletic Union of the 
United States to determine the physical fitness levels of the students 
compared with national standards. An informal intramural program 
has been initiated that will provide intramural competition in team 
sports for the boys and girls of the upper elementary grades. It is 
desired that this informal program be established on a more permanent 
basis in the future. The lower elementary unit participated in a 
Play Day in the Spring and the upper elementary students enjoyed a 
Track and Field Day as culminating activities in the year’s physical 
education curriculum. 


The kindergarten program has been revised to accomplish three 
major goals: social development, reading readiness and number readi- 
ness. The introductory academic program is designed to flow into the 
first grade program. A new simplified kindergarten report card re- 
flecting the curriculum changes has been prepared and placed in use. 
A new handbook for parents has been completed for distribution next 
year. It will also be given to the parents of students transferring into 
the elementary school. The handbook contains a listing of policies 
and procedures of the elementary schools as well as the answers to 
many questions parents generally ask. 
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The social studies curriculum has been altered to divide the pro- 
gram into two phases. Grades One through Three will have basic 
social studies including: Grade One—Social Problems of Children, 
Grade Two—Community Helpers and Millis, and Grade Three—At 
Home In Our Land and Massachusetts. Grades Four through Six will 
have geography and history as separate subjects: Grade Four—Our 
World (Geography) and New England (History and Geography). 
Grade Five—North America (Geography) and United States (History). 
Grade Six—Eurasia, Africa, Australia (Geography) and Old World 
(History). This program will provide for specific grade placement of 
subject matter and a strong sequential program through the grades. 


The students’ assemblies represent a segment of the social studies 
program that is also a part of the language arts program. It is our 
desire to have each student participate in one assembly each year and 
to the extent possible have assemblies of patriotic or historical sig- 
nificance. 


The reading curriculum has been strengthened by the extension 
of remedial reading into the third grade. The remedial reading teacher 
is also introducing reading kits with a variety of lessons of many 
degrees of difficulty to be used in the fourth, fifth, and sixth grades to 
provide individualized reading lessons at the students’ reading levels. 
The children advance through the selections at their own rate. 


The teachers have been engaged in several projects, principally 
the rewriting and up-dating of curriculum guides. The arithmetic and 
spelling guides have been rewritten. The supervisors are presently 
working on the new music, art, and physical education guides that will 
contain new materials resulting from curriculum changes. A new 
audio-visual materials guide and teachers’ manual are also being 
prepared. Each teacher must prepare an anecdotical record discussing 
each of her students at the end of the year for inclusion in their 
permanent records. A similar health notation listing any medical 
problems has also been completed. This will enable each teacher to 
have basic knowledge concerning each student’s previous performance 
and physical difficulties from the first day of school. This is a definite 
advantage in working with a new class and as a health safety factor. 

Several programs of value were continued in the school year 
including the dental program, modern arithmetic, new spelling series 
and educational television. 

In conclusion, in behalf of the faculty of the elementary schools, 
I thank the School Committee, the Superintendent of Schools, the 
Parents, nonprofessional staff members and the various departments of 
the Town of Millis who have through their cooperation contributed to 
make this a particularly pleasant and successful school year. 
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REPORT OF MILLIS JUNIOR-SENIOR HIGH SCHOOL

In the 1963 Annual Report, mention was made of the approaching 
Evaluative Study which is sponsored by the New England Association 
of Colleges and Secondary Schools. In April, a visiting team of nine- 
teen educators visited the secondary school for-a four-day intensive 
study of the self-evaluation, which included an observation of the 
normal functioning of the school program. A complete and formal 
report of the Evaluating Committee was then submitted to school 
authorities. 


The report was released in condensed form to the three news- : 
papers that serve the community and was subsequently printed in each 
one. A detailed report of the Evaluation, therefore, is not practical at . 
this time. 


of the New England Association of Colleges and Secondary Schools, 
it was formally voted that Millis High School continue its membership 
as an accredited institution in the Association because of the favorable

In addition to taking steps to fulfill the recommendations of the ; 
Evaluative report, plans to improve and enrich the curriculum for 
the coming school year were also studied. Among the additional — 
courses offered are: Advanced Chemistry, Art and Civilization II, 

Foods and Nutrition (for boys), Spanish III, and World Geography. 


An additional automobile for the Driver Education program was 
made available this school year. The classroom instruction phase of the 
program takes place during the school day, while the “behind-the- 
wheel” training is offered exclusively after school, weekends and 
during vacation periods. Two instructors have been provided for the 
ever-increasing enrollment and the needs of our young people in this 
program. 


Athletics have been expanded both in interscholastic varsity com- 
petition and in the intramural program. A more detailed outline of 
this program is presented in another section of the report by the 
faculty manager. 


One of the outstanding events of the sports season occurred at the 
night football game when the athletic area was dedicated in memory 
of Frederick J. Welch. The large attendance, an excellent program, the 
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victory of the Millis football team, and the perfect fall weather, all 
‘contributed to a memorable evening. 


We are pleased to announce that two students earned recognition 
as National Merit Scholarship Semi-Finalists and that another received 
a letter of commendation. In the past two years a total of three stu- 
dents have been Semi-Finalists and five have received letters of 
commendation. 


In order to provide for improved organization and communication 
at the secondary level, it has been the practice to prepare materials for 
Student and teacher use. In addition to a Junior High School Handbook 
and a High School Program of Studies, a Teachers’ Handbook has been 
made available. Also a course of study has been prepared in each of 
the subject areas. The comprehensive project of preparing a course of 
study was completed last year, thus providing for improved 
articulation. 


The secondary school continues to reveal its story through pro- 
§rams such as: Open House during American Education Week, musical 
events, Science Fair, Exhibits in Industrial Arts and Arts and Crafts, 
Fashion Show, Foods Exhibits, Physical Education Demonstrations, 


_ counseling nights for parents of incoming seventh and ninth grade 


Pupils, Senior Week, and assemblies for the recognition of the aca- 
demic achievement of pupils. 


School personnel continue to promote professional improvement 
by participation and attendance at meetings, workshops, and confer- 
ences. The Principal has also been in attendance at such meetings as 
the Education Policies Committee of the Massachusetts Secondary 
School Principals Association, the Neighborhood and Afternoon Princi- 
pals’ Group, and the School and College Relations Conference. He is 
Presently serving as a member of a Constitution Committee for the 
formulation of a central league in athletics in the immediate area of 
Millis, and as president of the Norfolk County Teachers’ Association. 


Discipline must always be considered an important factor during 
a school year. The disciplinary actions have been extremely few, and 
it is a credit to our teachers and our pupils that good and sensible citi- 
zenship is an accepted practice. 


In conclusion, the Principal is grateful to the pupils, teachers and

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MEDICAL DEPARTMENT 
Jacob J. Zalvan, M.D., Director 


Last fall, the Medical Department of the Millis School System was — 


privileged to appear before the members of the Millis Parent-Teachers 
Association. At that time we reviewed the aims and functions of the 
Millis School Health System as follows: 


1. To determine the health status of pupils. 
2. To advise pupils and parents concerning these findings. 
3. To encourage correction of remediable defects. 


4. To assist in the identification and rehabilitation of handicapped 
children. 


5. To help prevent and control disease. 
6. To provide emergency service for injury or sudden sickness. 


7. To carry out inspections of the physical aspects of the school 
buildings to detect and correct unsanitary or hazardous 
conditions. 


All these purposes add up to one goal—the optimal health of the 
school-age child, physical, mental, emotional and social. If, to these 
is added personal attendance at home games, supervision of treatment 
of injured athletes, inspection of children after extended absence on 
account of illness, attendance at courses for school physicians, one can 
readily understand the full scope of the school health program. 


Our annual physical examinations were completed in the usual 
routine manner. Defects were highest in throat, teeth, posture, nutri- 
tion, feet. Several cases were referred to consultation services for 
follow-up and correction. Other cases were discussed with parents who 
were present at the examinations of their children. Several pre-school 
clinics were necessary for the examination of those children entering 
kindergarten classes. 


The Millis Visiting Nurse Association with the sponsorship of the 
Millis Board of Health again conducted immunization clinics against 
diphtheria, tetanus and whooping cough. 


There was no contagion in the schools. There were no serious 
injuries among our athletes who enjoyed one of their best years. 


We gratefully thank our school nurse, School Committee, school 
personnel and parents who gave us their important help and 
cooperation. 
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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


Once again it is my privilege to submit a report of health services 
in the Millis schools. 


The objectives of a school health program are to improve or main- 
tain the health of the school child; to assist those youngsters with 
physical handicaps to do as much as their physical limitations will 
allow; to help those children whose emotional problems are limiting 
their ability to learn and to adjust socially. 


Our services also include the health and safety of the school per- 
sonnel. While some of the health programs are planned for certain 
grades and age groups, others are for the school personnel as well. 


This past year Dr. Zalvan examined 511 junior-senior high school 
pupils, and 435 elementary school children. At the Pre-School Regis- 
tration in May, 85 children were examined for kindergarten admission. 


Hearing and vision testing was done throughout the schools. 
Notices were sent to the parents of children who required follow-up 
for any conditions noted at the physical examination, or who failed 
either the vision or hearing tests. 


The cooperation of the parents in following through on these 
recommendations has been most gratifying. 


The Dental Clinics sponsored by the Board of Health and with 
Dr. Brown as dentist are held for the lower elementary grades. Here, 
children whose parents desire it receive dental x-rays, restoration of 
temporary and permanent teeth, and cleanings. 


Each Spring the Board of Health and the Millis Visiting Nurse 
Association sponsor Immunization Clinics to protect children against 
Diphtheria, Whooping Cough and Tetanus. These clinics offer initial 
or booster doses through Grade Six. At intervals Diphtheria and 
Tetanus boosters are offered to the upper classes. 


Conferences with Dr. Norman Cohen, the consulting psychologist 
from the Greater Framingham Mental Health Association, have assist- 
ed teachers, principals, guidance directors and nurses to more effec- 
tively work with those children about whom they are concerned. 


Tuberculosis Detection Programs provided by the Norfolk County 
Tuberculosis and Health Association included the Heaf Skin Test for 
Pupils in Grade Eleven whose parents desired it, and the X-raying of 
school personnel. 
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This past year a Caduceus Club composed of seventh and eighth 
grade girls interested in nursing or health careers met weekly. Club 
activities included learning something about the earlier persons in the 
health fields, doing some first-aid procedures, and running a record 
hop to earn money to give the Special Class Children a party. 


Our year closed with a visit to the Angell Memorial Animal Hos- 
pital and a walking tour of historic Boston. 


The Caduceus Club also presented a medical dictionary to a senior 
girl entering the nursing profession. It is hoped that eventually a senior 
high schoo] club can be organized. 


In closing, my sincere thanks to the many service organizations 
who have provided equipment and funds for the benefit of the school 
children and families in the community; to the personnel of the schools 
who assist the health staff in so many ways with our programs; to the 
Millis Visiting Nurse Association which stands ever ready to assist us 
at any and all clinics for the benefit of the community; and to the 
nurses, Mrs. Brodeur and Mrs. Prue, who so ably assist me. 


Your cooperation is gratefully acknowledged and_ sincerely 
appreciated. 


REPORT OF THE SCHOOL DENTIST 
Herman L. Brown, D.M.D. 


A very successful series of Dental Clinics was held this year— 
thirty-six in all. After examination, notices were sent home stating 
the corrective treatment needed, and many parents decided to have 
this work done at the School Clinics. Treatment consisted of 148 x-ray 
examinations, 239 restorations on temporary teeth, 121 restorations on 
permanent teeth, 94 cleanings, and one extraction of a temporary tooth. 


I wish to emphasize once more the necessity of checking children’s 
teeth two to three times a year. At the School Clinics we can do this 
only once during the year,

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REPORT OF THE WIRE INSPECTOR 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


As Wire Inspector for the Town of Millis for the year 1964 I 
wish to adyise your Board that inspections during the past year 
have been much better than in previous years. For the most part 
this has been due to the cooperation received from the various 
electrical contractors operating in the Town of Millis. 


The total inspections for the year 1964 were about the same as 
in 1963. 


I have the following recommendation to make on the subject of 
fees. I think the fee should be predicated on some other basis than 
they are presently based and I plan to appear before the Board of 
Selectmen to suggest a proper fee charge for wire permits.

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PERSONNEL COMMITTEE REPORT 


During the past year the personnel committee of Millis has 
applied for and has been accepted for membership in the “Massa- 
chusetts Municipal Personnel Boards Association, Inc.” which offers 
valuable guidance and pertinent information to aid in our objectives. 
Several meetings were attended where problems were discussed 
with representatives of other towns. Some of the sources of informa- 
tion used include the “Salary Survey: Bench Mark Jobs” dated July 
1, 1964, which includes 266 cities and towns, grouped by population 
in the state. Many personnel plans were obtained from other towns 
to aid in our information. In gathering data and presenting a plan, 
the committee took into account many factors which include size, 
population, location, surrounding areas, and anticipated growth. 


To accomplish the objectives, it was considered of foremost 
importance to formulate and establish a “Classification” and “Salary” 
Plan so that from this basic structure, a Personnel Administration 
Plan for the Town of Millis could grow and eventually include such 
necessary aspects as; merit raises, overtime, sick leave, paid absence, 
vacations and other fringe benefits. 


At the 1964 annual town meeting, Schedule A “Classification 
Plan” was adopted by the townspeople as part of the “Personnel 
Administration Plan” which has established job titles with depart- 
ments and/or groups. As the next important phase, the committee 
has worked toward presenting “Schedule B Salary Plan” as the 
necessary counter part of “Schedule A”. As this work progressed, 
it was considered advisable to make some additions and changes in 
the “Classification” Plan. 


Particular attention has been given to minimums and maximums 
as well as increments, in particular for full time employees of the 
town. Although the committee recognizes a responsibility to the 
individual employee, it also must consider a duty of the townspeople 
to present a workable plan into which new employees will also fit, 
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in a fair and impersonal way. The effectiveness of such a plan 
understandably includes the capable cooperation and the executive 
control by the selectmen, department heads and other town officials. 


The committee recommends that increments listed are not neces- 
sarily mandatory and that no increase should exceed the increment 
during a twelve month period after acceptance, except where noted. 
It should also be pointed out that the provisions of an accepted plan 
are not necessarily fixed indefinitely, but are subject to review 
during the year and to amendment which must be approved at an 
annual or special town meeting. 


The committee would like to especially express their appreciation 
for the cooperation and advice given by the Moderator, Selectmen, 
Finance Committee and other town officials in the work during 
the year.
